No Word at Ottawa. ' 
OTTAWA, June 4,—Up till a late 
hour tonight the militia department 
was without information on the latest 
battle of Ypres, in which the Cana- 
cians again bore the brunt of the Ger- 
inan onslaught.

FRANCE, June 3, via London, June 4 
—Around famous Hill 60 and Sanc- 
tuary Wood, the Canadians have been 
doing the stiffest fighting of their ex- 
perience in the course of the last two 
days’ action. They have held the en- 
tire front attacked, und unless the 
fighting spreads this is entirely their 
battle. The German guns had been 
relatively quiet for some days, when 
they suddenly opened up the heaviest 
bombardment any Canadian veteran 
has known, using all kinds of guns, 
from heavy howitzers to trench mor- 
tars, not only battering the trenches, 
but covering a wide area of ground in 
the rear to prevent the bringing up of 
supports, 

“But it was not this time as in the 
the Ypres salient, 
when the Germans threw three or 
four to our one,” seid an officer, “The 
British guns returned equal volumes 
on the Germans after they were in 
our trenches,” 

Under support of gunfire, the Cana- 
dian battalions, maintaining the tra- 
ditions of the first contingent last year 
at St. Julien, immediately turned on 
the Germans in a series of counter- 
attacks. They fought throughout the 
night, and were engaged all day Sat- 
urday, doggedly bonmwving their way 
back to the possession of the position 

hich they had lost. Parties rushed 

at different points, bombing and 
yenetting right and left, and before 
eir fierce work was ended they had 
regained all but a few yards, 
he German advance had been made 
over a front of 3,000 yards from the 
Ypres-Comines railway to Hooge 
point. This was the most extensive of 
any recent front attacked. The Cana- 
dians responded to the test coolly and 


skillfully. In the Hooge sector the 
German attack was stopped with 
heavy loss, 


Grim and Bloody Work. 

LONDON, June 5 (C.A.P.)—De- 
scribing Friday's fighting in which the 
Canadians played a very prominent 
part, Philip Gibbs, the British press 
corespondent at the front in France, 
says the Canadians counter attacked in 
full daylight, shortly after half-past 
seven in the morning. The troops ad- 
vanced quickly, cheering as they ran, 
and atacked in assaulting parties at 
various points of the line. The enemy 
trenches, on the northern, or Hooge, 
side of the oapeires line were quickly 
retaken and the assaulting columns 
penetrated the German positions at 
each point of attack on the rest of the 
front, with Germans still in the tren- 
ches between those points. 

The Canadians then turned to the 
clearing of a considerable portion of 
trench and getting into touch with 
each other at various bombing posts. 
It was grim and bloody work, The 
Canadians fought as men angered by 
their losses, and they bombed out the 
enemy with the fierce determination to 
get back the lost ground at any cost. 
Further details have not yet come 
down from thut scene of battle, where 
the struggle continues, and where 
whole battalions have disapeared be- 
hind the veil of smoke into the con- 
fusion of hand to hand fighting. 

It seems that about nine German 
battalions took part in the assault, and 
it is certain that they suffered severly 
from the resistance of the Canadians, 
who, in spite of the effects of the pre- 
ceding bomburdment, fought very 
flercely before the enemy was able to 
enter the Canadian trenches.

Vessels of Second Class. 

“Coming to vessels of the second 
order we have lost the Indefatigible 
vincible. . _pt an 
entirely different class from the super- 
dreadnoughts and do not rank as 
primary units at the present, A 
Greadnought battleship of the West- 
falen type would be a loss comparable 
to either. 

“The armored cruisers Black Printe, 
Defence and Warrior belonged to the 
third order of ships, of which we pos- 
sess a very large superiority. The 
sinking of the two brand new German 
light cruisers Wiesbaden and Elbing 
is, in fact a more grievous loss to the 
enemy. 

“Tn all these vessels the most serious 
feature is the lows of their splendid 
and irreplaceable crews. 

“The destroyer casualties appear to 
be about equal. On these terms we, 
being the strongest, are the gainers. 
Our margin of superiority is in no way 
impaired. The dispatch of troops to 
the continent should céntinue with 
the utmost freedom, the battered con- 
dition of the German fleet being an 
additional security to us, ' 

No Suprises Given. 

“The hazy weather, the fall of the 
night and the retreat of the enemy 
alone frustrated the perserving ef- 
forts of our brilliant commanders, Sir 
John Jellicoe and Sir David Beatty, 
to force a final decision. Aithough it 
was not possible to compel the German 
main fleet to accept battle, the con- 
clusions reached are of extreme im- 
portance, All clases of vessels on both 
sides have now met, and we know that 
there are no surprises or unforseen 
features. An estimate can be taken 
of the strength of the enemy and his 
definite inferiority is freed from any 
element of uncertainty. 

“I cannot record those facts with- 
out expressing my profound sympathy 
with those who have lort their dearest 
ones. Many of the most gallant sailors 
Britain has ever nurtured, and some of 
our most splendid officers have gone, 
but they have died as they would have 
wished to die, in a blue water action 
which, as it is studied, will more an@ 
more be found to be a definite step 
towards the attainment of a complete 
victory.”

EDINBURGH, June 4.—According 
to information received here the Bri- 
tish cruiser squadron engaged the 
whole German fleet, which was fur- 
ther favored by the protection of a 
mine field and with the-advantage of 
light, as the Germans hugged the Jut- 
lund coast closely. 

At the critical stage ofthe fight four 
battleships of the tish grand fleet 
pppeared on the ho i, the Valliant, 
Barham, Mulay - ite... The 
battle then assdmed’ a different’ com- 
plexion. The Warspite, attacked by 
five German battleships, fought glor- 
icusly, sinking or at least seriously 
damaging three /of her assailants. The 
Valiant rammed and sank an enemy 
submarine. Eventually the German 
ships retreated to the great disap- 
pointment of the men of the British 
fleet. 

According to the story of the battle 
received here ‘Vice-Admiral Beatty, 
who commanded the British cruiser 
squadron, had cruised many times in 
the vicinity of the recent battle field 
without succeeding in luring the Ger- 
mans from their mined waters, but on 
this occasion the British seamen had 
an inkling that something important 
was about to happen. 

Germans in Great Force. 

About 4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon when the squadron was about 
one hundred miles west of the Danish 


coast the British advance guards 
sighted the enemy and soon it was 
apparent the Germans were coming 


out in great force, there being in all 
about one hundred ships. 

The German squadron included at 
least twenty battleship and battie 
cruisers, with numerous lighter craft 
in front, the whole armada steaming 
rapidly in a northwesterly direction. 
The conditions were entirely in favor 
of the Germans, who doubtless soon 
became aware that only a fraction of 
the British battle fleet opposed them. 

Apart from the fact that the ‘Ger- 
mans were three Umes as strong as 
Vice-Admiral Beatty’s squadron they 
had the advantage of the light and 
adopted their favorite tactics of hug- 
ging the coast, at the same time as- 
suring a gafe retreat. Atmospheric 
conditions then took a change which 
further helped the Germans. A thin 
drizzle reduced the visibility and the 
Eritish gunners thus were greatly 
handicapped while, with the western 
sun behind them, the British ships 
were easily picked out on the horizon, 
whereas the Germans were able to 
conceal their strength, covered as they 
were by the coast of Jutland. 


A Daring Manoeuvre. 


Having succeeded in drawing the 
whole German fleet out of its safe 
quarters Vice-Admiral Beatty, al- 


though greatly outnumbered and run- 
ning heavy riske determined to hang 
on grimly in order to detain the Ger- 
mans, in full strength, It was a dar- 
ing manoeuvre. The British fought 
with great pertinacity, despite all dis- 
tdvantages, confident that reinforce- 
ments were on the way. 

The fight had lasted about two 
hours when the British battle cruls- 
ers Invineible, Indomitable and = In- 
flexible hove into sight. Rear-Admiral 
Hood, flying his flag on the Invinci- 
ble as second in command of the battle 
cruiser squadron, They rushed into 
action none too soon for Vice-Admiral 
Leatty’s battered fleeet. The odds 
still favored the German boxts ‘n 
vumbers and position. The British 
thips were clearly distinguishable 
against the light, while the German 
fleet was sheltered behind a mine floll 
and lay well into the shadow of the 
phore where the mist made them difmfi- 
cult targets. 

Battle of Big Guns, 

The conflict was mainly a battle of 
big guns. The Invincible after fighting 
with the greatest gallantry ‘and con- 
siderably damaging the enemy, met 
her doom and sank quickly. But 
much more formidable aid now was at 
hand. It soon was manifest that the 
Germans meant business, The small 
craft soon were brushed aside and with 
big ships about fifteen miles apart the 
first exchange of shots took place. 
Judging by the columns of water ris- 
ing on all sides there could be no 
doubt that the pick of German battle- 
ships were hurling broadsides. While 
the famous new Hindenburg has not 
been mentioned officially there is rea- 


son to believe she was heavily ciagaged. 

. Admira! Beatty's ship, the Lion, 
gave a magnificent account of herself. 
Then came the Queen Mary, the battle 
scarred Tiger, the Princess Royal and 
the Indefatigible. 

From fifteen miles the range rapidly 
was rapidly reduced to ten and then 
to five miles, A perfect inferno raged 
as opposing battle squadrons rained 
broadaides upon one another, 
aftwr the battle began in. earnent. ene. 
big German cruiser was seen to Te- 
ceive a direct hit, and a moment later 
she was enveloped in flames, sinking 
almost immediately. 

Kaiser Class Takes Part. 

Up to this time most of the fighting 
had been done by German battle 
cruisers, but vessels of the Kaiser class 
now joined the fray, giving the Ger- 
mans an enormous superiority both in 
ships and gun power, When the story 
of the battle is fully known it pro- 
bably will be shown that one of the 
deadliest enemies of the British was 
the German mine field. The attackers 
also had to contend with the danget 
from submarines and Zepplins. The 
mine field prevented full fredom of 
action on the part of the British squa- 
dron, which was compelled to fight in 
a narrow area, while the Zeppel!ns 
and submarines, which were near their 
base, were able to operate in such a 
manner as to be a most important fac- 
tor in the battle. 


GREAT CROWD 
BIDS FAREWELL 
TO 151STBOYS 


Second Battalion in as Many Days 
Leaves Edmonton For Sar- 
cee Camp 


At 9:30 1 night the second of the 
two trains ich conveyed the 151at 
Fattalion to Sarcee Camp, Calgary, 
puljed out from the C. P. R, South 
Side station amidst the cheers of a 
large crowd, many of whom had 
friends and relatives among the lads 
in khaki, but the majority of whom 
were there for the simple, yet pat- 
riotic reason that they wanted tho 
boys who were leaving to know that 
those who were left behind realized 
wnd appreciated the sacrifice that they 
were making. Each of the two trains 
was made up of sixteen coaches and 
tour baggage curs, the battalion hav- 
ing been recruited considerably over- 
strength. 

It was the second time in 46 many 
days that Edmonton has been called 
upon to bid farewell to one of its re- 
giments, the 138th having gone less 
than 48 hours previously.

LONDON, June 4,-—-A statement is- 
sued tonight by the British admiralty 
confirming previous accounts of the 
battle between the British and = Ger- 
man fleets, reiterates that the Ger- 
man accounts of the German losses 
are false, and that although the evi- 
dence is still incomplete, enough is 
known ‘to justify stating that the Ger- 
man losses were greater than the Bri- 
tish, “not merely relatively to the 
strength of the two fleets, but abso- 
lutely.” 

There is the strongest ground for 
believing, says the statement that the 
German losses include two battleships, 
two dreadnought batle cruisers of the 
most powerful type, and two of the 
latest light cruisers, in addition to 
smaller craft, including a submarine. 

Text of Statement 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Until the commander-in-chieft has 
had time to consult the officers en- 
guged and write a full despatch, any 
attempt to give a detailed history of 
the naval engagement which began on 
the afternoon of May 31 and ended in 
the morning hours of June 1 would 
evidently be premature. But the re- 
sults are quite plain,

truth, But from such evidence as has 
come to our knowledge, the admiralty 
entertain no doubt that the Germa 
losses are heavier than the British, 
rot merely relatively to the strengt 
of the two fleets but absolutely. 

“There seems to be the strongest 
vround for supposing that included ii 
the German losses are two battleships. 
two dreadnought battle cruisers of the 
most powerful type, two of the latest 
light cruisers, the Wiesbaden and E!b- 
ing, a light cruiser of the Rostock 
type, the light cruiser Frauentobe, 
nine destroyers and a submarino.” 


SHIPS REPORTED

LONDON, June 4—An official state- 
ment issued last night referred to a 
German wireless to the embassy iat 
Washington containing the report of 
the speech of the president of the 
Reichstag which notes that the loss 
of the battleship Warspite again offi- 
clally is affirmed. 

“This is untrue," the statement de- 
clares, “that ship having returned to 
harbor."
